Sunday morning the people of 
Bryan were grieved and surprised 
to learn of the death of Dr. J. T. 
Brown at the plantation owned bv 
J. T. and G. W. Brown in the 
Brazos bottom, known 
as 
the 
Brewer hill place, Saturday night 
at 8:45 o’clock. 
Dr. Brown was 
sufiering from a carbuncle on bis 
hip, but had been ill only a few 
days, and seemingly not danger­ 
ously so until the last. 
He under­ 
went an operation Saturday morn­ 
ing that was apparently success­ 
ful, but sooon after his fever rose 
and he grew rapidly worse until 
death resulted. 
Dr. Brown was born Jane 24, 
1850, near Marion, Ala., and his 
age was 53 years, 2 months.

He practiced medicine 
in Grimes county fifteen or six­ 
teen years, and was also engaged 
in merchandising. Later he moved 
to Hillsboro with his brother and 
partner, G. W. Brown, and after 
residing there several years they 
moved to Bryan in January 1900. 
Dr. Brown was married February 
12, 1873, to Miss Mary Neblett, 
and his wife and two sons, Aubrey 
N. Brown and Neblett Brown, 
survive. 
The young men were in 
St. Louis at the time of their 
father’s death.

Noted Englishman Departs This Life 
on Saturday Night. 
London, Aug. 
24.->-Lord 
Salisbury ; 
departed this life at 9:30 o'clock Sat 
j 
urdky night. 
His death occurred on 1 
the fiftieth anniversary of his entrance 
as a m em ber to the house of commons* 
Rob rt A rthur Talbot Gascoyne C e­ 
cil, third M arquis of Salisbury, was 
born at Hatfield House. Herts, Feb. 
13, 1830. 
Known first as Lord Robert 
Cecil, 
and 
after his 
elder brother’s 
death In 1865, by the courtesy title of 
Viscount Cranborne. he succeeded his 
father as m a r q u i s April 12, 1868. 
He was educated at E aton and o x ­ 
ford. 
He entered 
parliam ent 
as a 
m em ber from Stam ford in February,, 
1854, and took an active part in the 
discussion of public questions—notably 
in opposing the abolition of church 
rites In 1858, and in support of D is­ 
raeli's reform bill In 1859. 
He was 
secretary for India for Lord D erby’s 
m inistry from July. 1866, to March, 
1867. 
In 1S69 he was elected chancel­ 
lor of the University of Oxford. 
In 
1874 he entered the cabinet of D is­ 
raeli 
(later Earl Beat onsfleld) again 
as secretary of India. 
On the 
reopening 
of the 
eastern 
question he was sent to Constantinople 
as the representative of England in a 
conference of the 
European powers, 
and on Lord Derby’s resignation, in 
April, 1878, he became foreign secre­ 
tary. 
The same year ho accompanied 
Lord Beaconsfield to the congress of 
Berlin.
